Dispatches from Washington, D 
C., were to the effect that the new 
formula must contain 30 per cent 
of sugar or glycerin, or other sol- 
ids that may meet with the ap- 
proval of the prohibition author- 
ities. 

Mr. Weller intimated that the 30 
per cent sugar would make the 
substance resemble molasses in 
consistency. :
